The Theatrical Slioe Trade. 
The 'Shoe and Leather Reporter gives 


the .following particulars ot" ;theairical 
shoemaking: 
• 


• "Within the past .ten vears {theatrical 
Bhoemaking,' a feature of" the St. Criapin 
art for many years holding a prominent 
place in the older European countries, has 
become domesticated among us,, and this 
branch of industry may now befregarded 
as a part of the American trade,! entitled 
to special mention and consideration. 


"Once tbe customer of the theatre could 


be relied on to furnish the 'make-up' of a 
character in its own details. The 'stars* 
usually providing their owu wardrobe 
complete from Paris or London, no great 
demand was made upon native resources. 
But with the advent of new and magnifi- 
cent theatres, HUpporting'first-class stock 
companies, running u play often for an en-- 
tire season, tho costumer's art became a 
most important auxiliary, and theatrical 
ihoemak.ng a business in itself. 


"Thus we find thafc at the opening of 


Booth's Theatre, a little over a year ago. 
Mr. Soiners. a theatrical shoemaker, fur- 
nished sixty-fire pairs of shoes, of five dif- 
ferent styles, for '.Romeo and Juliet.' The 
material of these shoes, a plain white kid, 
waa imported, and, with the design, fur- 
nialied to the shoemaker, who returned 
them to the costumer to be stained, to 
represent 'different materials. 


"Since tlie introduction of the 'Black 


Crook' era m dramatic history, a regular 
and a most profitable business hiw been 
conducted in the making of satin, slippers 
for tbo ballet. These are -worth from §250 
to $3 50 per pair, according to the quality 
of the satin, which costs iio a $3 to $4 a 
yard; witli heels the price is from $4 50 
to $5 50 for ladies, and about twenty per 
o.'nt. higher for gentlemen,
